| SASKATCHEWAN GOLD. 


By Isaac Cowie, president of the 
Edmonton board of trade. 

An immense drift deposit through 
| which gold is diffused in varying 
quantities underlies the western _por- 
tions of Alberta and Athabasca from 
| the South Saskatchewan, and on 
| the north to the Liard River. Though 
‘gold has been found on the uplands 
'in different parts of this region, more 
‘especially abuut Edmonton, it is only 
‘in the valley of the rivers which now 
'crosscut it, that washing ‘for gold has 
been prattised. Though some work 
| has been done on the South Saskatche- 
| wan, where the gold (which incréases 
in comparative coarseness the further 
north it is found) is very fine and 
dificult to save, and some few miners 
keep steadily at work on the Peace 
River, and a larger number on the 
Athabasca and -McLeod, the North 
Saskatchewan for a hundred miles 
above, and an equal distance below, 
Edmonton has been and continues to 
be the field which engages the larger 
number of men, and on account of the 
uniformity of the deposit and its 
| accessibility has yielded the most pro- 
fitable results. 

For over thirty years inining has 
been carried on on _ the bars 
of the North Saskatchewan with 
| gradually diminishing results per man, 
| though the output, now over $50,000 
annually, has been maintained and 
increased through the larger number 
of settlers yearly engaging in the 
work. A very remarkable fact is 
that after a gold yielding bar or 
beach has been worked out, the same 
bar after submergence under a rise of 
water, is, on the subsidence thereof, 
again found to contain paying quanti- 
| ties of gold. Like the widow’s cruse 
The source of 
| this fresh supply has always been a 
disputed point and a puzzle to miners. 


|it is ever replenished. 


| Some supposing it came from the 
Rocky Mountains were confronted 


with the fact the river from a point 
hundred miles above Edmonton 


one 
| ceases to contain any but the merest 
| traces. It is now generally admitted 


| that the source is the banks of the 
river, in the immediate vicinity of the 
| bars and above them, from which the

| stages of water. Another probable 
replenishing source is mentioned in a 
| recent article in the Edmonton But- 
| LETIN, “black sand,” which up to late- 
|ly when its value was ascertained, 
| had been treated as a useless and 
waste preduct, but is new thought to 
| yield up by the slow action of natural 
processes the fine atoms of gold cover- 
}ed and concealed in the interior of 
each grain. This theory is probably 
correct and does not conflict with the 
|pretty well established fact that the 
source of supply of the free gold is in 
the banks of the river in which black 
sand is always found associated with 
it, together with platinum. 


Whilst not a few of the men using 
grizzlies contend that they save nearly 
all the gold, it has always been sus- 
| pected by many that a large propor- 
tion was lost by that process. No 
| local men or authority having gone to 
the necessary trouble and expense of 
assaying and experiment, it remained 
for some of our enterprising American 
visitors from Omaha to discover by 
assays of grave! taken over there last 
fall as the result of five tests that 
only 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10 per cent. of the 
gold actually contained in the gravel 
was saved by the method in use here. 
They also found an astonishingly large 
value in gold and platinum was not 
savable out of the black sand by our 
local process. These facts gradually 
leaked out together with the intel- 
_ligence that these American gentle- 
men had devised a paying process, 
which they intend to keep secret, of 
extracting the full value from the 
gravel as well as from the black 
sand. 


In consequence of these discoveries 
a number of Americans began taking 
up mining claims on the_river and 
making preparations to work them 
during the coming summer; more 
Americans—presumably in the secret 
of saving the gold—were about to 
follow, when, a protest made on _be- 
half of the grizzly miners and local 
dredgers (who feared they might be 
excluded from using any part of the 
river found at the time suitable— 
owing to the stage of water—for 
their operations as had been the 
custom from the time mining first 
began on the river) was presented to 
the government, and in response to 
which Mr. Pearce, supt. of mines,]ate- 
ly came to Edmonton to enquire into 
the present state of affairs. 

Sin¢e early in 1896 I have been 
collecting information concerning Sas- 
katchewan gold. In pursuance of 
this object I have had assays made at

my own expense by Mr. W. Pellew- 
a F.C. 8, Vancouver, one of 
the leading mining experts on the 
continent. The first samples sent 
Mr. Harvey were taken from a_ flat 
underneath which miners have been 
drifting during the winter, for many 
years, and which is probably a fair 
average sample of the bottom lands of 
the valley. The section of this 
ground is 

(1st) 20 feet surface and subsoil, 
assaying 50 cents per ton. 

(2nd) 9 inches hard-pan, assaying 
nil. 

(3rd) 34 feet pay-streak assaying 
$2.50 per ton. 

Out.of number three pay-streak a 
sample of the sand remajning in the 
pan after all the gold savable by the 
usual local process had been extracted 
from it, yielded by assay the pheno- 
menal value of $268.50 per ton in 
gold and platinum (11-ounces 2 dwt. 
gold @ #20 per ounce; and 3 ounces 
2 dwt. platinum @ $15 per ounce). 
The minr working pay-streak number 
three was making $1.50 per day when 
handling an amount of sand and 

| gravel estimated at six tons. That is 
to say, out of a possible $15 he was 
only saving one-tenth, which agrees 
with the results obtained in Omaha 
pretty nearly. As the result of per- 
sonal experiment I have observed that 
much of the gold and black sand is in 
so minute a state as to be held in 
suspense in water for a long time after 
agitation and to actually float on the 
surface. From this it appears that 
water dashed or sluiced on the auri- 
ferous gravel in the manner. custom- 
‘ary in grizzly and every kind of 
dredge mining hitherto in use, must 
carry off the suspended and floating 
gold and fine “black sand” leaving 
|only the very heaviest particles and 
those at the very bottom of the stream 
| of water, a chance of being caught on 
either blanket or amalgam plate. 
Before arriving «t this conclusion— 
that the water as now used is the 
waster instead of the saver of the 
larger proportion of the gold—lI pro- 
cured from the same drift as my first 
| samples some of the tailings which 
pass over the grizzley and blanket and 
| are never caught or panned out. The 
| sample had already been once subject- 
'ed to the destroying action of the 
|sluicing water on the grizzly. It was 
‘again placed in water and the gravel 
| and pebbles jigged out, and the turbid 
| water—containing gold in suspension 
| though I did not then know it— 
| thrown away. Again water was used

Along with Dr. H. L. McInnis who 
possesses a splendid microscope, I ex- 
amined white quartz sand nearly 
| every grain of which appeared to con- 

tain mineral. <A large grain of 
magnetic “sand” on being crushed 
revealed under the microscope gold 
and platinum. <A piece of clay ircn 
stone similarly examined appeared 
speckled externally with fine particles 
of gola. I have since detected with 
the naked eye flakes of gold embedded 
in small pieces of clay iron stone. 
| This would. point to the probability 
that the sand and pebbles with which 
the gold is now associated came 
originally along with the gold from a 
common source and that it may be 
found profitable to pulverize them in 
order to extract the contained gold. 
The conclusion reached, and I give 
this and previous deductions with the 
diffidence of an amateur and speaking 
under correction, is that either the 
cyanide or some dry process must be 
adoptec. to save the gold now lost. 


I now come to the purpose for 
which this was written, that of draw- 
ing the attention of the government 
to the importance of making an in- 
vestigation, by the employment of ex- 
pert assayers, chemists, mining engine- 
ers and surveyors, of the vast pos- 
sibilites of mineral wealth disclosed 
vy these recent additions to our 
knowledge of Saskatchewan gold. In 
like manner as Canada has assisted 
agriculture by instituting experiments 
she might also assist mining in the 
general interests of a country the 
mineral resources of which probably 
equal the agricultural in extent and 
value. As one particularly interested 
: immigration I should like to see 


experts employed to devise some 
cheap and simple appliance to enable 
the pick and shovel miner to save the 
waste of gold and labor which un- 
doubtedly takes place, and thus solve 
for fhis district the problem of plac- 
ing vacant hands on vacant lands, 
the testimony of those who have tried 
mining even under present conditions 
proving that it has enabled them, in a 
land where hardly any other work is 
procurable, to start on a farm. 
A. thorough examination and survey 
| is absolutely needed to enable the 
government intelligently to frame re- 
guiations adapted to the special-local 
conditions. Until such an examina- 
tion be made, regulations of a tenta- 
tive character might be adopted and 
they should be liberal enough to en- 
courage capitalists to experiment in 
new methods whilst always reserving, 
on the principle of the greatest good 
to the greatest number, the privilege 
of grizzly miners to work as hereto- 
fore without let. or hindrance in the

service with them on Sunday evening.

The bright, healthy -ap- 
pearance of the pupils testifies to the 
wholesome fare, indced no better evi- 
dence of the heaithy tone of the school 
could be afforded than the energy and 
keen enjoyment with which the boys 
throw themselves into foot ball. The 
bishop and mission staff took part in 
two games and found plenty of exer- 
cise in supporting the sides to which 
they were allotted.
